Berlin Gave Out Report on Get 3 
That She Destroyed 7 British Vessels 


LOMDOX Oct. 23.—A despatch from 


Teneriffe,

eports that the German cruiser Kar]- 
ruho has sunk 13 "British merchant- 


men in thft Atlantic. 
-The news,' according1 to*tha Mail's 
:orrcspondent, was brought to Tene- 


Jffe hy the German steamer Crefeld, 
Evhich arrived there with the crews of 
ho British steamers Stratrpy, Maple 


nch, Highland Hope, Indrani, Rio 
asau, Farn, Niceto, Maria Do Lar- 


Inagai Cervants, Garnish City, Pruth, 
Condor and Lynrowan, all of which 
vere.sunk by the Karlsruhe. The:Cro- 
eld was nccompanted 
Into port by 


he German steamer Patagonia, Rio 
egro and Ascunslon. 
A later message states that over 
00 men on the crew arc prisoners and 


that the merchantmen were mostly 
sunk in the Atlantic. 
Tho ships were 


mostly engaged in the South Ameri- 
can trade and th«ir toiai tonnage is 
about 60,000. 


Tho cruirer Knrlsruhe, a ship at a 


trifle less than 5000 tons, has had in 
this- war a career as eventful in the 
Allsntic as that- of her srn.illc-r sister 
ship, the Emdcn in the Indian n.?er-:i. 
Thy Karlsruhe first came info notice 
at tho outbreak of the war when she 
appealed In the vicinity of Sandy Hook 
apparently in 
wrtil for British mer- 


chantmen leaving New York, " I''cr a 
few days the British shipping hu^scd 
their piers and then came news that 
the Karlsrhue had -been driven away 
by tho approach of several 
British 


cruisers. 


On Aug\ 9 the Karlsruhe appeared 


In the harbor of San Juan, Porto R!cor 
where she coaled and then again took 
to tl^e seae. Soon after it was learned 
that the Karlsruhe- had been In a sen- 
sational running fight nt sea with the 


British cruisers Suffolk and Bristol.

"After years of sacrifice and devo- 


tion lo a principle," says tho slate- 
mcnl, "the prohibition party would be 
justified In giving up its separata ex- 
istence in favor of a party, only which 
met these three conditions: 


"1. It must be unqualifiedly com- 


mitted to prohibition in slate and na- 
tion. 


"2. It must be, fitted by history and 


organization to unite all or most of 
the temperance elements. 


"3. It must be reasonably sure of 


growth, permanence and ultimate vic- 
tory. 
•» 


"Tho progressive parly 
In Massa- 


chusetts Elands for prohibition In the 
nation, but not in the Blate. At its 
national convention in 1912 the pro- 
gressive party refused to declare itself 
on this question at all, and U cannot 
act again until 1316. 


"Because of its origin and present 


leadership there is good reason to be- 
lieve that a large part of the temper- 
ance forces In state and nation would 
never light under tho banner of the 
progressive party. 


"Of course, no one can foretell the 


future, but since the prohibition party 
came into being more than 20 parties 
have sprung up and died. To 
many 


keen political observers the progres- 
sive parly gives no better promise of 
permanence. 


"Indeed, we see no reason why in 


this day of the triumph of our prin- 
ciples the prohibition party is not as 
likely to unite all shades of temper- 
ance, men as a new party. 
Surely we 


do not see why a man who sincerely 
wants his vote to count for prohibition 
—cither state or national—should pass 
by the candidate of

in conversation with the writer yes- 
terday said he has been advocating 
the sale of the farm for the past 30 
years. 
He said the disposal of this 


valuable piece of property Is a busi- 
ness proposition for the town and the 
transaction should be made at once. 
He said the interest on the money re- 
ceived would be su(ticlent to support 
the paupers and the taxes on the 
property would be clear money for 
the general treasury. 
Mr. Trull feels 


that a small building could be pur- 
chased in the Centre with 
ft small; 


garden and- a matron be placed in 
care of, the place. 
He said thcro Is 


no fear of having a largo number of 
paupers on hand and Inasmuch as tht 
surrounding towns, have disposed of 
their farms he sees no reason 
why

Is as large1', every morning1 as H ever 
was, but the judge of the police court 
ivas given'more leeway two years ago 
by the enacting of a bill at (ho legis- 
lature by which the Judure of the police 
court has the privilege of placing a 
third offender for drunkenness on pro- 
bation and many of the Justices take 
advantage of this privilege to reform 
drunkards. 


Formerly a third offender was given 


a direct jail sentence, but now he Js 
fined and given a 
certain 
length "f 


time in which to pay his fine, during 1 
which time he is placed In the care of 
the probation ofilcer and. accordingly, 
most of the third offenders are given 
this chiinc* to reform, and 
this 
ac- 


counts for the decrease In the number 
of prisoners who are being kept and 
fed at the expense of the county. 


Two years ago when, the bill was 


enacted the average number of prison- 
ers at the Jail was 123, Last year the 
average dropped to 59 and this year 
another decrease is being noted. 


The crops at the jail are fairly good 


and the men are now Jtcpt busy stor- 
ing the vegetables which are plentiful.
